Mr. Johnson formerly headed the

pany, operating the "largest peach 
orchard in the world under a single 
ownership." 


Survivors include two sons. Funeral 


services will be held at Nashville at 
10 a. m. Wednesday. 


Head-On Collision 


The accident in which Bert Johnson 


of Nashville was killed and two others 
injured occurred .about 11 o'clock 
Monday night. Mr. Johnson died hah5 
an hour later without regaining con- 
sciousness. 


Mr, Johnson and Mr. Cazort, secre- 


tary of the Nashville chamber of com- 
merce, were returning to their homes 
.in Nashville"froma business trip to 
Little Rock. 


Their automobile figured in a head- 


on collision with the car driven by 
Charles Ashley of Daisy,1 according to 
information received by The Star. The 
cause of the accident was not learned 
here. 


Born in Ohio, Mr. Johnson celebrat- 


ed his 75th birthday this month. From 
Ohio he went to Kansas City, Mo., 
where he headed a wholesale produce 
company for many years. While in 
Kansas City he married Miss May 
Hewitt, who died hi 1929. 


From Kansas City, Mr. Johnson 


moved to DeQueen in 1900. Six years 
later he moved to the peach area near 
Nashville and established his first 
peach orchard there in 1906.

brought him fame throughout the 
South, .

Believe Brown Rot 
Damaging Peaches 


Orchards Threatened in 


Some Areas by Exces- 


sive Rainfall 


Peach orchards are threatened in 


parts of Arkansas by the continuing 
heavy rains, which furnish the condi- 
tions necessary for a rapid spread of. 
brown rot. This disease is the most 
troublesome of all from a commercial 
standpoint, as apparently clean fruit 
may rot in the first few hours of tran- 
sit. 


A sulphur spray or dust should be 


applied in the orchard up to 10 days 
isefore picking, advises P. T. Ecton, ex- 
Lcnsion horticulturist, University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. No 
arsenic should be used. 


These sprays are especially neces- 


sary in orchards that have had brown 
rot before. Growers should watch the 
crop carefully for the small brown 
spots on the more mature fruit, he 
warned.

WASHINGTON -W— The ngricul- 


tuic department snld Tuesday weather 
conditions (luring the first three weeks 
of June "were not particularly fiwor- 
r.blc" to this year's cotton crop. 


"In many areas rainfall was said to 


have been excessive and cultivation 
•elnrdecl," a department report on the 
cotton situation declared. 


The department's first official esli- 


nato of the 1938 cotton acreage will 
he released July 8. Until thai time, it 
said, cotton prices "tire being and will, 
DC influlnced by trade estimates of 
iicreagc." 


The report called attention to n bu- 


reau of entomology statement saying 
joll weevils were present in moderate- 
ly large inn iibcrs in most of the cotton 
belt. 


The department said that during the 


six months ended with May totul fer- 
tilizer sales were 13 per cent below 
tho.sc of the corresponding period a 
year ago. 


The world cotton textile situation 


continued unfavorable although dur- 
ing Die first half of June domestic mill 
siiilo.s improved considerably, the de- 
partment added.
